Two  students  each  week  will  be  assigned  responsibility  ot 
preparing  material  and  leading  class  discussion  on  forthcoming 
seminar  topics.  Three  to  four  weeks  notice  will  be  given  to  the 
students  concerned  to  allow  for  adequate  preparation ,  and  the 
first  seminar  to  be  conducted  in  this  fashion  will  be  that  held 
on  September  29th.  All  students  enrolled  in  this  course  will  be 
expected  to  lead,  or  share  in  leading,  a  seminar. 

Following  the  seminar  discussion,  the  students  involved 
will  be  required  to  submit  a  written  paper  on  the  topic  under 
discussion.  This  paper  is  due  in  the  week  following  the  class. 

In  addition  to  the  seminar  paper,  each  student  is  required 
to  submit  a  written  response  to  any  ONE  of  the  problems  listed  below. 
The  problem  must  NOT,  however,  be  chosen  from  the  same  Reading  Guide 
as  that  upon  which  the  student's  seminar  paper  is  based. 

This  minor  writing  requirement  is  due  to  be  handed  in  at 
the  class  held  on  Monday,  24th  November,  1975.  No  problem  other  than 
one  of  the  sixteen  listed  below  is  acceptable  in  satisfaction  of  this 
requirement .
